Henderson’s majority was heavily re- 
duced as compared with the last elec 
tion, but that was due to the inter- 
vention of a liberal candidate, making 
it triangular. 

J. Potts, labor candidate, won in 
Barnsley, despite the fact that the 
conservative candidate retired to leave 
a straight field between the liberals 
and laborites, but the labor majority 
‘was reduced from 5,790 in the last 
election to 953. 

Asquith Is Defeated. 

Former Premier Herbert Asquith 
went down to defeat along with many 
of his followers. It had been inti- 
mated in the campaign that if Mr. As- 
quith were defeated in this election, 
he would retire from polities. 

Mr. Asquith was opposed by the 
laborite, E. R. Mitchell. The figures 
were: Mitchell, labor, 17,057: As- 
quith, liberal, 14,829. In the previous 
election Mr. Asquith had «4 majority 
of 1,746. 

Lady Astor won a striking victory 
over her labor opponent.

Oxford Turns Conservative.

RAPPED BY DAVIS

“belittle” the conference, but “rath- 
er to clear the public mind of the 
gross exaggerations with which po- 
litical ardor has intentionally sur- 
rounded its results.” 

“Surely Mr. Hughes must know,” 
the candidate added at this point, 
“that of the four major treaties to 
which it gave birth, those which deal 
with the use of submarines and noxi- 
ous gases in warfare and with terri- 
torial integrity in China and the cpen 
door, are not yet in effect becatse of 
the failure to this date of France to 
ratify the same.” 

Let Naval Ratio Drop. 

Davis called attention to fhe 
naval treaty, pointing out in that 
connection that “our present naval 
ratio with reference to Great Britain 
has been stated by the secretary of 
the navy himself to be no better than 
that of four to five, while other naval 
experts insist that it is no better than 
two or two and one-half to five, 

“Whatever may rightfully be said 
in praise of the Washington confer- 
ence as a beginning,” Mr. Davis said, 
“it is impossible to escape the con- 
clusion that if we are to go no fur- 
ther, it will constitute a most  ‘n- 
fortunate ending. If the peace of the 
world is to rest in the future as it 
has done in the past upon force, if 
each nation is to rely for protection 
upon its weight of armament, then 
as a result of this Washington con- 
ference our security has been made 
unquestionably less secure. Unless 
we are willing to press on and lend 
our aid to the cause of general dis- 
armaments and the upbuilding of 
world opinion and international arhi- 
tration as a substitute for force, it 
might well have been better for es 
had we never made this initial ad- 
vance. 

Raps Hughes on League. 

“Hardly less happy is the secretary 
when he comes to interpret the mean- 
ing of the democratic platform on the 
subject of international relations and 
the league. Having in mind previous 
efforts on his part in the interpreta- 
tion of party platforms, one may be 
pardoned a certain skepticism as to 
his skill as an interpreter. It was 
in 1920 that Mr. Hughes and other 
distinguished republicans took upon 
themselves the burden of assuring the 
country that the republican platform 
meant something. Subsequent history 
has shown that at least to those who 
took office under it, that platform 
meant nothing at all. Now he tells 
us that the democratic platform for 
1924 means nothing. Can one be sur- 
prised if he is wrong again? 

“If he will spend the necessary 
time to re-read the democratic plat- 
form he will find there a declared 
purpose to lift, if possible, the great 
question of America’s relation to the 
league of nations out of the quag- 
mire of party politics and to give 
the American people a chance for its 
consideration free from the unrelated 
contentions of a political campaig 

Takes League Out of Politics. 

“There may be those who, for fan- 
cied political advantage, would op 
pose this purpose, but most Amer- 
icans, I believe, whether friends or 
foes of the league itself, regret that 
it became the sport of partisanship. 
and are eager to raise the question 
from that plane. No true friend of 
the league wishes ro have the United 
States enter by trickery or evasion. 
neither by the side door nor back door, 
but, if at all, puopficly, firmly, in a 
manner compatible with the dignity 
of the United States and its standing 
in the world. They have the promise 
of the democratic party to this effect 
and assijrance that, pending the com- 
ing of that day, we will officially par- 


Mr. 
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ticipate in any conference called to 
deal with world affairs.” | 
Referring to another statement con- 
tained in the president’s address—ex- 
plaining that the administration Lad 
abstained from joining the jeague of 
nations “mainly for the purpose of 
avoiding political entanglements and 
committing ourselves te the assump- 
tion of the obligations of others,” Mr. | 
Davis said: 
Takes Shot at Coolidce. 


“Presumably the president meant to 
intimate that we not only have ab- 
stained, but will continue to abstain 
from the league of nations; and hav- 
ing closed the incident, he has closed 
his mind and his memery as. well, 
since otherwise he would reca:l that: 
even were the United States a mem- 
ber, it could he committed to no en- 
tanglement or assumption of the obli- 
gations of others without its affirimin- 
tive vote aud consent. Ii we abstain 
mainly for the reasons assigned by the 
president, it would be interesting to 
know what other reasems are in bis 
mind, which support these main con- 
siderations. 

“It cannot be his belief in the fic- 
tion that the election of 1920 was de-| 
cisive of the question, for this he hi:n- 
self was prompt to disavow before 
that year had closed. Perkaps they 
are ef the same indefinable characier 
as those that have influenced his sec- 
retary of state to abandon his posi- 
tion, so boldly assumed in the famous 
manifesto of the thirty-one prioc to rhe 
election under which Mr. Coolidge 
holds kis office. 

Hits Coolidge Again. 

“The second proposition is the 
statement that ‘under our constitu- 
tion, we cannot, by treaty, pledge or 
limit the future action of the cong- 
ress.” This is news, indeed, and if 
true, the nations of the world may 
well hesitate hefore entering into any 
agreement with tle American govern- 
ment. The. Washington conference, 
which the president praises so highly, 
agreed that we would not fortify the 
islands of the Puacific anid that we 
would not increase our tonnage in 
capital battleships beond a stated fig- 
ure. Are we tu be told now that 
these agreements did not in any way 
‘pledge or limit the future action of 
the congress.’ If so, why were they 
entered into and what did the Wash- 
ington conference accomplish if these 
agreements were nothing more than 
an exchange of polite notes? 

“We have, by vay of further illus- 
tration, treaties of trade and com- 
merce with nearly all the civilized na- 
tions of the world, agreeing not to 
discriminate against one in favor of 
the other. Hiave these treaties no 
binding effect upon future congresses? 

Most Impotent of Nations.

“Evidently, without realizing,” Mr. 
Davis said, “the president approaches 
here the heart of the great problem 
that lies before the civilized world. 
That question is no less than this: 
Shall international conferences. con- 
tinue to be speradic, exceptional and 
casual in the intercourse of nations, 
or shall they be a part of the regu- 
lar, systematic, organized, day-to-day 
life of the worllu? Sporadic conferences 
have been resorted to as tar back as 
history runs. There is nothing new 
or promising or hoveful in the offer to 
continue them. It was the failure to 
procure just such a conference that 
broke down the efforts of Sir Edveard 
Grey to avert the coming of a great 
war in July, 1914. 

No Assurance for Future. 

“There is no promise from the past 
in continuing this system, and no as- 
surance for the future. Indeed, all 
the lessons of history teach its fu- 
tility. It is the ambition of all for- 
ward-looking men to substitute in its 
place a system of organic, regular and 
periodic conferences, whose coming to- 
gether will not depend upen the pass- 
ing whim of any nation, but which 
will be part of the ordered life of the 
world. 

In turning to the statement of Mr. 
Coolidge that he favored coustitutional 
“covenants which would look to the 
outlawing of aggressive war,” Mr, Da- 
vis said, “here again definition has 
run mad.” 

“What is aggressive war?’ he 
asked. “What are ‘constitutional cove- 
nants’ to outlaw it? Has the presi 
dent any definition to give of those 
wars which should be outlawed as dis- 
tinct from those which are not: 
Where would he draw the line between 
defense and aggression? What nation 
can he point to that has ever confessed 
to the waging of an aggressive’ war? 

Questions Coolidge. 

“Would he be -willing to accept the 
protocol just proposed at Geneva, 
which makes the test of aggression 


the unwillingness of a belligerent to 


submit to preliminary inquiry or arbi- 
tration?

If the congress of the United States, 
having the sole powe~ to declare war, 
cannot be pledged or limited, as he 
; by any treaty, how will it fit 
his point of view to divide wars into 
classes, limiting congress as to some, 
but leaving it free as to others? Will 
the president tell us in what manner 
he prposes to effect his outlawry ? 
“To ‘outlaw’ any course of conduct 
means to put it under the ban of some 
existing law. Where is this law to 
be built up? How are we to attain 
it, except by international agreement: 
llow are these agreements to be re- 
garded, if they do not bind the na- 
tions who make them? How does the 
president proposes to retain the abso- 
lute and unfettered discretion of con- 
gress, in the face of a recognized in- 
ternational law? Does he think he 
ean ride two horses at the same time 
in different directions, or will he not 
admit, with the same candid consid- 
eration that he’ invokes for himself, 
that the time must come when the 
Ilnited States cannot continue her 
pretense of isolation, but must par- 
ticipate with other nations In Main- 
taining 4 common council of mankind ? 
“4 candid consideration, addressed 
to the president’s final sumunary, 
shows the utter barrenness and futil- 
itv of the pretense that we have a 
‘well-defined foreign policy,’ unless, 1n- 
deed, that policy is one of pure nega- 
tion. It is reassuring to be told 
that ‘we have maintained our ancient 
traditions. This has a fine, com- 
nelling flavor but the tradition of 
morat leadership can hardly have been 
amone those in the president’s mind.” 
In cenelusion, Mr. Davis mentioned 
references made by President Coolidge 
and Seeretary Hughes in addresses de- 
livered last Thursday relating to tar- 
iff, agriculture, the bituminous coal 
industry, industrial peace, business, 
commerce and other general subjects. 
“The truth is never left without wit- 
nesses.” Mr. Davis said. “The public 
mind works slowly; it can be trusted 
soon or late to weigh extravagant 
claims and extravagant detraction at 
their. proper worth. The facets will 
speak. Their only impediment is 
time.”

Chicago, October 29.—The United 
States paid an enoromus price to 
bring the Washington disarmament 
conference to a successful conclusion, 
said Rear Admiral H. T. Mayo, re- 
tired, in an address prepared for de- 
livery today before the Chicago As- 
sociation of Commerce. 

“We surrendered command of the 
western Pacific to Japan, who is now 
in absolute military command in those 
waters, able to take possession of 
Guam, where we undoubtedly should 
have a strong naval base, and the 
Philippine islands whenever such ac- 
tion seems advisable,” he said. 

“Friendship between nations is 
governed by self-interest. Jealousy 
of our wealth and prosperity is the 
prevailing feeling of other nations to- 
ward us. Most of them owe us money 
and would be very glad to concoct 
some scheme whereby their debt to us 
might be canceled or repudiated.” 

America sacrificed in the world 
war more than all the other nations 
combined, he said, and deliberately 
placed herself in a position of in- 
feriority in many respects. “It is sim- 
ply murder to send hastily-raised and 
untrained men into modern warfare 
even if provided with the latest in 
weapons and all modern appliances,” 
he said.

Offered by Y. W. C. A. 


The health education department of 
the Young Women’s Christian associa- 
tion announces that the first meet- 
ing for the leaders’ athletic training 
course will be held at Eggleston Mall 
Saturday morning from 9% to 
o'clock. Registration for membership 
is being held at the administration 
headquarters of the Y. W. C. A., 2 
West Baker street, or when the class 
meets Saturday. Miss Lucy Adams, 
health director, will direct the class, 
which will meet every Saturday morn- 
ing at the same time and place.

MERGER ASSURED 


New York, October 29.—(By the 
Associated Press.) —Stockholders of 
the five railroads involved in the gi- 
gantic “‘Nickel Plate” merger have de- 
posited sufficient stock to assure com- 
pletion of the plan, O. #. and M. J.

ALWAYS UPHELD VIRTUE 
AND PUNISHED VILLAINS. 

Many are the notable figures in 
American business and political life 
today who spent countless happy 
hours in their boyhood poring over 
the pages of Eugene T. Sawyer’s 
gripping “dime novel” stories con- 
taining the thrilling adventures of 
Niek Carter, Buffalo Bill, Diamond 
Dick and the Log Cabin. 

Back in the 70s, 80s and 90s, Saw- 


tobegd was a

the live stock showings and more than; other publications. The publishers of 


prolific writer of the sensa- 
tional schédol, contributing many 
stories to The New York Weekly and 


these thrillers employed several versa- 
tile writers who were called upon to 
substitute for the regular authors 
when the latter were it, vr when they 
could not meet the dentand for novels 
ranging from 30,000 to 35,000 words 
each week, year in and year out. 

Sawyer was one of these associates 
and in that capacity turned out hun- 
dreds of stories, including many 
tales of Nick Carter, the daring aud 
resourceful detective who never failed 
to come out a jump or two ahead of 
the wily crooks he followed between 
the gaudily illustrated covers of the 
“penny horrible,” as its category was 
called. 

Coryell Actual Originator. 

The actual creator 
ter was John R. Coryell, who wrote 
several serials recounting his adven 
tures back in the late SOs. The task 
of continuing the series fell to Fred- 
erick Van Rennssalaer Day, who 
wrote his first Nick Carter story in 
1891, and ground out more than 1. 
000 others embracing this famous 
character, many of them containing 
upwards of 50,000 words. 

In this work Sawyer was asso- 
ciated with him from 1892 until 
1907, writing many of the novels. He 
also was called upon frequently to 
prepare a yarn in which Buffalo Bill 
was the hero, or again to think up 
a hair-raising adventure for Bowery 
Billy or Young Wild West. 

Movies Too Much Competition. 

The dime novel of the old days 
began to fade with the coming vf 
motion pictures, and with it went 
many of the anonymous authors and 
their flowery heroes. Day ended iis 
picturesque career by his own hand 
in April, 1922. after writing a pa- 
thetic note to Joseph Faurot, a New 
York police commissioner who had 
given him material for many of his 
novels in the early days.
